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Abstract : 

At one end of the main body case 3 housing an engine 1 
is provided a wind passage 39 via a partition wall 21, and a 
rotary board 27 provided with fans 25, 31 on both sides thereof 
is supported in a freely rotatable fashion by said engine 1 
inside the passage 39. The passage 39 is sectioned into the 
outside wind blowing chamber 24 and the inside cooling chamber 

23 via the said rotary board 27 and a wall 41. 

An air inlet 53 is provided in the wind blowing chamber 

24 outside of the said wind passage 39, and the air sucked from 
the inlet 53 by the rotation of the said rotary board 27 passes 
through the wind blowing chamber 24 to an air outlet 51. 

At one end of the said partition wall 21 between the wind 
passage 39 and the case 3 is bore a wind blowing port 47 to supply 
the air inside the said cooling chamber 23 toward the side of 
an engine cylinder 9 inside the case 3. There is provided an 
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exhaust port 49 opposite to the said port 47 centering on a 
cylinder 9 of the case 3 . 

A wind inlet window 43 is provided on the wall behind an 
engine crankcase 7 of the body case 3, and a passage 45 is 
provided on the partition wall 21 adjacent to the window 43 
leading to the cooling chamber 23 in the wind passage 39. 

As the engine 1 is started, the rotary board 27 is rotated 
and the air is suctioned from the air inlet 53 into the wind 
blowing chamber 24 outside the said wind passage 39 and is sent 
toward the direction of the air outlet port 51 so that the device 
functions as a wind blower. 

On the other hand, rotation of the rotary board 27 sends 
the air behind the case 3 toward the window 43 on the back of 
the case 3 into the cooling chamber 23 inside the wind passage 
39 via the passage 45. The air inside the cooling chamber 23 
is sent toward the cylinder 9 above from another wind blowing 
port 47 in the partition wall 21 by rotation of the fan 31, cools 
the periphery of the cylinder 9 and is exhausted from the exhaust 
port 49. 

This engine blower utilizes the airflow generated by 
rotation of the rotary blade not only as the wind blower but 
also as the means to cool the engine cylinder. 
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
